Lownpox, July 18, 18TL
¥ Despatches have Just been received from Vienna
annonncing that a bloody riot took place there last
Bunaay.

It originated in » procession of the ulwramon-
tanes or partisans of the Roman Catholio clergy,
who made ostentatious demonstrations in favor of
the Concordat and tho restoration of the temporal
power of the Pope.

A large crowd of Sociallsts, nearly all workmen
and entolled members of the International Boclety,
attacked the prooession with sticks and stoned
The clericals returned the attack with a shower of
like misailes.

In splte of the imterference of the police & close
hand-to-hand fnght ensusd, in which the Internn-
tlonals, who all the wnile induaiged tn angry exclama-
tlons againss the Pope and the Archbishop of
Vienna, scemed to obtain the mastery.

The pollce made several futllo attempts to dls-
perse the crowd, but were roughly handied by the
riotara,

The riol had assumea formidable proportions
‘when the milltary arrtved on the scene and charged
the crowd with the bayonet, kiling somo and
wounding many.

After a short remstance the rioters fled In confa-
sion. Many arrests have taken pilace and peace has
been restored,

The clerical journals say that the disturbances
were planned by the International Boaoiety, wilile
the ltberal journals charge the riot upon the delans
attitude of the nitramontanes, that the work-
men were peaceful spectators, but were provoked
to hostllities by the ingults of the former.

The report of Lhe proceeaings of the Board of
Bupervising Inspeotors of Bteamboats Juring thelr
sesslon just ended, and which lasted nearly six
weeks, waa to-day approved by the Secreiary of the
Treasury, and the varlons recommendations of the
Board relating to the adoption of 1lfe saving appara-
tus and other Inventions ror the hetter protection of
life and property on board of vessels propelled in
Wwhole or In part by steam were accep'ed by the
Becretary. The act under whbich this sesmon of
the Board was held wos passed on the 28th of
Febroary last. It had beem pending before Con-
gress for two years, and 1t was not until she
disnstrous loss of lfe and property, eapeclally
on Western rivers, had occnrred that any notice
was taken of the bill proposing so thoroughly reform
the steamboat servioe and give to passengers some-
thing llke & socurity for thelr lives while travelling
on ateamhoats, Heretoforo the supervising inspec.
tors, ten In number, held thelr sesslons in this olty,
commencing tn the month of Janoary, but as there
Wwas no recognized hend to the Board the several
districts were rogarded as Independent of each other,
and io the absence of an exccutive omeer It 18 won-
derful that a3 mnch was accomplished as the re-
ports of the Inspectoras show, especlally as the old
law conferred upon them but very little autbority
to enfurce the nceded regulations. This want
was supplied in the got of Pebruary 23 by empower-
Ing the Prosldent to appoint a supervising Inspector
gencral, whose auty It shoald be to prealde over the
deliberations of the Doard of Super vising Inspectors
and perform sauch dutles a8 the Secrotary of the
Tressury might direct, The President appointed
Josepn Belknap, of New York city, to that position,
and when the Board met here on the 7th of June
last Mr, Asaph 8, Bemis was chosen Becretary. The
deliberations of the Board were conflned strictly to
prescribing such rales and regulaiions as the naw
Iaw provided ror and to examining thoe varlous in-
ventiond subniltted for thelr examiuailon. Accom-
